Review of Atarivriter

That's right r I said cartridge! What a novel idea, 
putting a vord processor on a cartridge. You never have to 
worry about the progra* disk. No special plastic 
anti-pirate keys to vorry about. You don't even need a disk 
drive at all and you can störe your 1 etter 5 on an 
inexpensive 1818 recorder. 

It is getting dose to the holiday season and »any of 
our lenbers are brand new Atari coiputer ovners. There has 
been a lot written about word processors in this and »any 
other publications. Hany artides have focused on Paperdip 
and Hoiepak. They are both fine vord processors and have 
»any features that »ake the» vorthvhile purchases. Hovever, 
it see»5 that everybody has forgotten about 'Atarivriter*. 
According to the top consu»er »agazine, a »ajority of 
people buy a coiputer for vord Processing. They rated 
'Atarivriter* as the best. If your Software library doesn't 
indude a word processor, I suggest you purchase 
f Atariwriter F or put it on your wish list for the holidays. 

There is a lot of reasons to ovn a good r easy to use 
word processor. In fact, I still enjoy using it although I 
own Paperdip and Honepak also. I still use 'Atarivriter* 
the »ost because I a» the »ost coifortable with it. It has 
a lot of features and is Yery easy to use. Every Atari 
ovner can find dozens of reasons for owning it. Instead of 
pulling out that old clu»sy typewriter f just plug in the 
f Atariwri ter T cartridge and start writing that letter to 
6rand»a. Just think. A vord processor outfit available for 
$200 (800XL, 1010 recorder and 1027 letter quality 
Printer). What a value for a Student or fa»ily. 

r Atariwriter T is aenu driven and very easy to learn. 
When you start, you are shown a »enu screen. You can create 
a new letter, edit an existing letter, load a file, save a 
file, print a file and get an index of your disk. Just 
press <ESC> to return to the »enu at any ti»e. You do not 
lose any data inbetveen. ln fact, the progra» is set up in 
a way that it is al»ost 2 »possible to lose data. Even the 
instruction lanual is excellent. It has a full tutorial and 
is geared to helping the beginner. It was the first progra» 

I ever used and I found it to be si»ple to »aster. fhere is 
eyen a real co»»and card packed in with the cartridge. How 
thoughtfu!!

Don’t be fooled as to »y references of sinplicity. 
This is a fully featured word processor. It has advanced 
features such as search and replace, »oving text blocks, 
print preview, easy fonatting coi»ands, and through the 
use of a good dot latrix printer and an f At-A-61ance* data 
disk Converter up to 10 different print styles. Of course, 
print styles are dependant upon which printer you have. 
Note: if you own the Atari 1027 printer, you only have one 
type style. However, it eiulates a very good typewriter 
style type, definitely letter quality. 

The buffer size is large enough to handle 10 double 
spaced pages. It is *uch larger than the buffer in 
’Hoiepak', but not as large as 'Paperdip'. It gives you a 
warning when you reach near the end of the buffer. This 
allows soie space for editing. Tou also have the ability to 
see how «uch leiory is left. This is called free «eiory 
check. Aliost all conands are accoiplished with one key 
stroke. 

One of the best features of a word processor is the 
ability to perfor» editing on the screen before the text is 
printed. The print preview helps by showing what the 
printed text will look like in the 80 coluin iode. When you 
are writing you are always in 40 coluins. The print preview 
has the capability of showing you a portion of the full 
page (actually a 40 coluin by 21 line window). By loving 
this window around the text you can visualize what the 
docuient will actually look like when printed out. This is 
»uch »ore preferable than a graphic line representation as 
in ’Hoaepak'. When writing a letter or artide you have the 
capability to change text while in the editing iode. This 
flexibility is necessary if you find a word lisplaced or 
lis-spelled or if you want to change the wording of a 
sentence. I find this to be the »ost valuable of a word 
processor. 

If you have the need to send a fori letter to iany 
different people, the ability to insert a special character 
in the proper lines handles the task easily. And if you 
have a disk drive you can even set up a lailing list and 
’Atariwriter’ will »erge autoiatically in the proper 
places. Header, footers, autoiatic page nuibering, and 
chaining print files lay coie in very handy for a student 
needing to write a ter» paper. It surely would have been 
welcoie and whole lot lore fun when I was attending school. 


I think you can see why I ai so enthusiastic about 
'Atariwriter'. I happen to even covered everything it can 
do, Host iiportant, it does everything easily without and 
probleis or bugs. Once you've used it, you'll enjoy writing 
■ore and lore. 
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A Review of 'The Eidolon'

It can't be said that I didn't try. I was Hoping that 
one of our aeabers would write a review of this fine gaae, 
but as the deadline approached it becaae apparent that if I 
didn't write it, nobody would. Oh well...! guess ay aessage 
on the bulletin board wasn't strong enough. 

Could it be that there are soae people out there who 
hawen't bought 'The Eidolon' by Lucasfila/Epyx yet?? Uhat 
are you waiting for? An invitation??? I could save space 
and end it right here with two wordsj Buy it!! But IM1 go 
n and review it because I feel the gaae is so good it 
deserves aore than two paragraphs. 

The basic preaise of the gaae is that you have 
discovered the laboratory of one Dr. Josef Vincent Agon, 
who as it turns out was the 'Tiaothy Leary' of the 1850's. 
He was very into aind tripping, and to rephrase an old 
expression, aanaged 'Better Living Through Hechanics’ by 
inventing a device call The Eidolon. Hith this aachine he 
was able to eabark on soae very interesting 'trips' without 
the benefit of cheaical additives. All perfectly legal as 
far as I can teil. 

After reading his diary and its detailed accounts of 
his travels in The Eidolon, it is presuaed that you decide 
to hop into the drivers seat and go for a little spin. This 
is where the gaae starts....in the deepest recesses of your 
•ind. 



Your journey, as it appears to you, is in a dark, 
aysterious, but aystical cavern. As you travel along in the 
Eidolon, you encounter glowing spheres suspended in aidair 
that you can either collect or avoid depending on their 
color. Soae deplete the Eidolon of energy, soae increase 
energy, and soae have the capacity to freeze tiae (yes, you 
are tiaed). It is wise to collect as auch energy as you can 
because you will need it to destroy the aany odd creatures 
that lurk behind every bend. Once you have destroyed a 
creature, you can capture the jewel it was guarding. 


As soon as you have collected a few different colored 
jeweis, it's tiae to seek out the dragon guarding the 
entrance to the next level of the cavern. The Eidolon is 
equipped with a 'Dragon Meter' to indicate how dose you 
aay be to hin. The aeter is very sensitive and can read 
through walls, often sending you on a wild goose Chase 
through the aaze of tunnels. If you succeed in killing the 
dragon after penetrating his shield with the proper 
coabination of jeweis, you are wisked away to the next 
level to do battle with nastier creatures and aore 
intricate aazes. 

There are seven levels you aust negotiate before you 
coae to the eighth and final level. The eighth level is 
pure terror. The cave has turned pitch black with only the 
floating spheres and jewels lighting your way. Wien I 
finally found the aost feared and dreaded dragon, it was 
aostly by accident. Having lost all sense of direction, I 
backed into hin and shattered his force field before I even 
had a Chance to turn the Eidolon around. I turned and 
started shooting away with one hand covering ay eyes and 
soaehou aanaged to kill hia before I even caught a gliapse 
of ay Opponent. I aa still trying to get to the eighth 
level again so that I aay look upon the face of death with 
a little less fear in ay heart now that I know he is not 
invincible. 



The people at Lucasfila Gaaes have iaproved upon a 
good thing. The fractal graphics are superb, the aniaation 
iaaginative, and the flow of the gaae coafortable and 
nerve-wracking all at the saae tiae. It did take soae 
practice co-ordinating the fire button and space bar needed 
to fioht the draoons. but after » short tiae. it becaae 
reflex. One nice feature I liked was not having to start 
froa the beginning if you ran out of energy. And if you 
find yourself running short of tiae, siaply fire away until 
you drain your energy reserves and then let one of the 
stray fireballs hit you. This way you can start the level 
over again instead of running out of tiae and starting the 
entire gaae over. 

All in all, I recoaaend this gaae 1001, unless of 
course you faint easily or 'The Bride of Frankenstein' gave 
you gray hairs. If you’re on heart aedication, aake sure 
you get a doctor's note before rushing out and buying it 
because it does get the old ticker going. 'The Eidolon' has 
got to be one of the best gaaes I have seen in a long, long 
tiae.

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Bia BirtTs Funhouse

One of the aany things you can use your Atari 8-bit 
Bachine for is education. And »ho better to »rite 
educational Software than the Children's Television 
Uorkshop (CTH) ? Soietiae back Atari uorked with CTW in 
writing educational prograas using their populär auppet 
characters for the Atari VCS. These gaaes were sold for $30 
plus. Last week whi1e going through the coaputer products 
in Child—world I caae across a bunch of old titles being 
sold at less than $15 a piece. I »ent through the selection 
three or four tiaes and realized that I had alaost 

everything they »ere selling. Of course there vas the 
educational Software but »ho vants that? I’a not betveen 
ages 3 and 6 as the boxes read. The price for the 

edutcational Software was $4.97;too good of a buy to pass 
up! I knew two people in that age group so for $4.97, what 
the heck? I ended up coaing hoae with a large package 
entitled 'Big Bird's Funhouse" (with the Sesaae Street/CTW 
eablea on the box) by CBS Software (I guess Atari released 
the rights to the gaae and CBS had picked thea up).. 

Uhen I opened the attractive packaging I found the 

package contained a Cartridge, colorful aanual, two 
keyboard over-lays (which CBS entitled "EasyKey"), a 
loading instruction sheet printed on glossy stock, and a 
CBS catalog. The package contained two EasyKey overlays 
(one for the 800 and one for the XL Bachines). The 

over-lays contains pictures of faaous Sesaae Street auppets 
such as Bert, The Count, Ernie, Srover, Snuffle-upagas, 
Grover, Tel ly aonster, Cookie flonster, and Oscar with 
yellow buttons next to their pictures. I'll teil you what 
._-»he buttons are for in a bit. 

The objective of the gaae is to strengthen 
concentration and aeaorization strategies, visual 
discriaination and aatching, auditory discriaination and 
aatching, counting, and sequencing. The gaae does all these 
things while entertaining the children. All action in the 
gaae is held within Big Bird's "funhouse" - the only screen 
the gaae has. The child has to choose three auppet friends 
by pressing the appropriate yellow buttons next to the 
auppets pictures;they will "pop-up" in Windows of the 
funhouse (the gaae will also play a little theae song for 
each character). Then after all three are chosen the child 
presses the big "hide" button fspace bar] which is also 
colored yellow and the auppets will hide. The hiding 
sequence, for the aost part, is the entertainaent portion 
of the gaae. The gaae starts playing its attractive song 
while the auppets go off and hide. Soae will run-around the 
funhouse while others splash around in the pool. There are 
a lot of things the auppets were prograaaed to do before 


hiding which is cute to watch. After about 15 seconds of 
playing two of the three auppets will pop up in Windows. 
Ilho is aissing? If you know press the yellow button next to 
his picture. If you aake a Bistake Big Bird will coae out 
and shake his head "no". If you are right the aissing 
character will "pop-up* and all three will be ready to hide 
again. After another 15 seconds of play one auppet will 
appear in a funhouse window. Uh-oh, two are now aissing; 
who are they? Again the child has to pick. The next tiae 
they hide all will be aissing. Uhen the player ends the 
gaae the finale coaes... Big Bird will skate around the 
screen (while the coaputer plays his theae song). 

Big Birds Funhouse contains six levels of play. They 
are respectively: 

"Hho's Hiding ?" - The level I described previously. 

’Uhat a Runaround!" - The saae as the previous level 
except this tiae you 

can choose as aany as eight auppets to hide. 

•That's an Order!" - Instead of choosing auppets the 
player will pess the yellow "pop-up" key. Three auppets 
will hide and the player aust pick who is aissing in the 
order they popped-up. 

"Sneak a Peek!" - This level contains no hiding. One 
auppet will sneak-up and disappear in a window. Uho was 
that auppet? The player chooses. Next that saae auppet will 
pop up with a new one and disappear. The player has to 
press both in the saae order. And so on... 

The instructions of the gaae are quite clear for an 
adult to read but not to be read to a six year old child. 
You will have to explain the gaae to your child in your own 
words; reading the aanual won’t do anything except cause 
your child to say "Uhat does that aean?'. However, the 
instructions are aniaated for your child to look through 
and enjoy the pictures. The insturction aanual also 
contains instructions on playing other gaaes (like hide the 
peanut in one of three cups and aix the cups up). 

Overall, I recoaaend this gaae for children three 
through five. A first grader will becoae bored with it very 
fast! If you have children, for $4.97, this is a aust!

Express 1030 V2.0 and V2.1

Express 1030 is the preaier aodea Software package for 
the Atari 1030 or XM301 aodeas. This review will point out 
the features and benefits of Express 1030 vs. other good 
terainal prograas such as Protera, Teral030 and Hoaetera. 
I've had the ability to saaple all of these to aake this 
coaparison. 

I should caution the beginning user that it takes 
quite a few hours of experiaenting to understand the 
different teras and procedures necessary to begin your 
adventure in the world of aodeas. I have only owned ay 
aodea since Noveaber,1985, but have learned a lot in such a 
short tiae. If you are a beginner you aight want to Start 
with the built in Software in the 1030. It allows you to 
call local BBS's and read or send text. The first BBS 1 
called was our own LIAU6 BBS. If you purchased the new 
XH301,it coaes with a auch better prograa then was built in 
the 1030. But even the XE Tera that coaes with the XH301 is 
liaited. 

After you spend a short period of tiae reading and 
writing aessages on a BBS, there coaes a tiae when you get 
inquisitive. You want to have^he ability to download soae 
of the prograas on the BBS and aaybe even contribute a 
prograa or artide by uploading it to the BBS. You can’t do 
this on the 1030 with the Software built in. And if you own 
a 130XE you'll also want to have the ability to access the 
Raadisk 0:8 for quicker file downloads and uploads. The 
nnlv nrngraa I knou of that uses the capabilitv of the 

Raadisk on the 1030 is Express 1030 Version 2.0 or 2.1. 
(ProTera, XE Tera, Tera 1030, HoaeTera, and aost of the 
neuer Aaodeas can access the ’D8:' Raadisk -Ed) 

The features of Express 1030 are very nuaerous. You 
have the ability to scroll thru two screens of aenu 
selections to choose the feature that you need. The 
defaults that can be set up indude background color, 
default disk drive (real or Raadisk), left aargin, parity, 
dial aode and tiae for connect. If you choose ’D" you are 
given a new aenu. This is where you define the BBS's that 
you want to call autoaatically or one at the tiae. The 
prograa will switch between any BBS nuaber that you Bark 
and systeaatically call each one until connection. The 
aaxiaua size of the dialing 1 ist is 18 BBS’s. It even can 
dial long distance Services for you and thereby save soae 
calling dollars. The dialing aode even indudes up to 3 
aacros so that you can insert passwords and not have to 
aanually type thea each tiae you sign on. The dialing 
capabilities are far superior to any other terainal 


Express 1030 was written to have nuaerous features, 
but also to be user friendly. The author relied heavily on 
aenus, thereby aaking the prograa very easy to use. And 
upgrading was done in the later versions 2.0 and 2.1. He 
was very responsive to users requests for additional 
features. Each succeeding Version has added iaportant 
inhanceaents. 

There are three screens available within the prograa; 
the aain aenu screen, the dialing screen, and the viewing 
screen. The aenu screen is reached by pressing select froa 
anywhere within the prograa. When you choose *D' you are 
given a choice of preassigned BBS's that you've entered and 
can autodial froa here. When you are connected with a BBS 
you are autoaatically switched to the viewing screen. A 
clock shown on the top Status line keeps track of tiae 
spent on the call and you are inforaed of which translation 
aode (Atari or Ascii) you're currently in. If you desire to 
download a prograa, just press "select* and choose Xaodea 
download. You can visually see the characters being 
downioaded and check your progress. You have the choice of 
downloading to Raadisk (D:8) or to D: 1. I've found that 
downloading to D:8 is quicker. However, you aust reaeaber 
to copy that file to D:1 before you turn off your coaputer. 

Personal preference really dictates which aodea 
prograa each person prefers. I used Protera for the first 
two aonths and I was very happy with it. However, I 
purchased a 130XE and needed to have access to D:8. I 
purchased Library Disk Tel-7 based on the advice of other 
dub aeabers and now use Express 2.1 exdusively. If you 
purchase a aodea, obtain Express 2.1 either froa our 
library or froa a friend. It's well worth it. The 
docuaentatinn induded on the disk is very heloful and 
necessary. Experiaent with the features iaportant to you, 
and before long you'll be an expert and enjoying your new 
aodea.

Just raaaabar to put 
th« aaatings on your calandar so that you at laast hav« a 
chanc« of planning your suaaar fun to indud« LIAU6.

Nell, this is it for »e, the last installaent on the 
13BXE. I have not built this aother, but the theory behind 
it has been built and tested. This doc assuaes you have 
already built and tested a 576k 130XE. to finish it you 
will need the following parts;

16 41256-15 256k DRAH’S 

1 7432 quad OR gate 

1 7404 quad invert buff. 

2 33 oha resistors. 

Saall piece of PC board. 


Note: On the 74 series, you can Substitute thea with 
74LS series Chips, they use less power... 

Tools; 

Nothing fancy, a fine tip soldering iron and soae fine 
wire, etc. flount the 7404 and the 7432 on a saall PC board 
(lin. X 2in.). Connect together pin 14 on the 7432 and pin 
14 on the 7404 with a lengh of fine wire. This is the +5v 

supply to the Chips, connect it to pin 14 of any 14 pin 

chip in the 130XE or pin 16 of any 16 pin Chip in the 

130XE. Next connect a length of wire to pin 7 of the 7432 
and pin 7 of the 7484, this is ground for the two Chips. 

Connect it to pin 7 of any 14 pin Chip in the 138XE or pin 

8 of and 16 pin chip. 

Next, take U23 (U23) out of the socket and bend up pin 
17, reinsert it in the socket. Solder a piece of wire to 
pin 17 (U23), and connect it to the 7432 pins 2 and 5. Next 
connect a wire to pin 14 on U23 (PIA) run it to pin 1 on 
the 7404 and pin 1 on the 7432. Now connect a wire froa the 
7432 pin 6 to pin 17 of the socket U23 is in. Find the 

74LS138 you piggy backed to the aother board vhen doing the 
576K aod, reaove the juaper froa pins 1 and 16. solder a 
wire froa pin 3 of the 7432 on the PC board to pin 1 of the 
piggybacked 74LS138. 

Put soae double backed tape on the PC board and stick 
it soaewhere on the aother board of the 130XE. 

RAH-CHIP installation (lots of thea!) Take the 16 new 
raa Chips and cut pin 15 on all of thea in half so only the 

'fat' part is left. Now, you have to piggy back thea on-top 

of the 64K draas (the left-aost row of Chips). Solder in 8 
of thea, connecting all pins except pin 15, then connect a - 


juaper to pin 15 of each new raa Chips. Nake sure you have 
about a foot left over. Solder in the next 8 doing the saae 
thing. Wien you get done you should have 2 new rows of 256k 
DRAH's solder in on-top of the 64K DRAN's, with a 2 wires, 
one connected to all the pin 15's of the aiddl* row and 
another connected to all the pin 15’s of the top row. Take 
one wire and go out a few inches and install a 33 oha 
resistor in-line, cover with heat shrink tubing and do the 
saae to the other wire. Connect one wire to pin 15 of the 
74LS138 and the other to pin 13 of the 74LS138. 

Your done!!! Sorry, as of right now I know of no 
Software to run on this. 1 release this doc file with out 
testing it. I have built the saall Circuit on the PC board 
and connected it in a 576k 130XE and used it to aove the 
aeaory instead of the basic control bit, so I know it 
works, this little Circuit works in both the 800x1 or 130XE 
if you have soaething you would like to use bit 7 (seif 
test bit) for. If you have constructed a 320XE aod and 
would like to use bit 7 instead of bit 5, this is a good 
way to do it. A warning though, you will regain your Antic 
enhanced aode, but Software written for the original 320XE 
aod will not run on it after you do it. 

If you are trying to figure out your aeaory control 
bits here's a cheat sheet.

Control bit 7 6 5 4 3 2 1 8 


Just find your control bits and add thea up to figure 
out the deciaal control nuaber. Wien you get done you 
should have in one switch position a 130XE with 320k, built 
in basic and Antic enhanced aode. In the other position you 
lose Antic enhanced aode, internal baisc but you have 1088k 
of aeaory, 64 banks of 16k. By the way, typing BYE will 
still throw you into the seif test aode (bit 7 still 
works).

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HNEfiONIC CQSING

Hneaonic coding is one of the procedures which 
publishers are using to take advantage of Computers, and 
it’s a procedure that alaost anyone can use in translating 
Printer cosaands in downloaded docuaents. To better 
understand exactly what aneaonics can accoaplish, I et ae 
explain a bit about Publishing. 

"Coaposition" can be thought of as the transforaation 
of typed aanuscnpt into 'book* pages, and whereas a 
typewritten page consists, for the aost part, of a single 
fasily of type (such as eilte er pica er vr.atever), the 
book page has aany diverse eleaents. The type in a 
nuabered list is different than the type in the running 
text (i.e., the ’body' of the docuaent); likewise, the type 
in headings differ froa one another. A typical nonfiction 
book can have twenty or thirty different eleaents to it. 

In olden tiaes (like the sixties), a copy editor or a 
designer laboricusly »arked all these diverse eleaents: a 
heabing would be marked, for instance, 12/14 Universe 
Ifediua X 16 picas, 42 pts ateve, 14 below, flusr. left. 
Uriting these phrases was rather tiae-consuaing, and in the 
seventies, "coding“ was added. Rather than aarking a 
first-level heading in a book with the actual spec (i.e., 
'type specification"), a copy editor would put the nuaeral 
1 (vithin a circle) next to the heading. The coupositor 
(the one actual1y doing the 'keying,' that is, typing the 
diverse eleaents of the aanuscript) would see the nuaber 1 
and by having a "coaposition order* would read that the 
head was to be 12/14 Universe flediua X 18 (with other 
instructions as well). Thus coding was siaply the use of 
syabols, rather than a shorthand cf printer terainolcgy. 

Now, one of the key expenses in Publishing is 
coaposition; a Standard book page can cost anywhere froa $6 
to $28, depending on the person you're dealing with. Uith 
the advent of word Processing, the idea was to send the 
author's disk directly to the coapositor--arid save on 
keying costs. However, there reaained the proble» of the 
diverse eleaents, such as nuabered lists, bulieted lists, 
run-in heads, boldface, and so on, which are different on 
the printed page than the typed page. Of course uost 
coapositors werk by coaputer, but their codes would be 
entirely different than any one using a word processor. 
The problea, than, was ho» to use an author's disk and a 
coapositor's coaputer. The answer was aneaonic coding. 

For exaaple, suppose a book has three levels of 
heading within its body: 1, 2, and 3, each with a 
different spec. On the author's copy, a 1 head is all 


caps, a 2 head is upper- and lowercase, and a 3 head has an 
initial cap and is run in. All three have different specs 
than the running text. 

Now, the trick is to set up an elaborate search and 
replace—at the coapositor level. To alert the coapositor 
about how to proceed, let each 1 head begin with the code 
"hl" an'd end with the code 'ehl*; each 2 head begin *82' 
and end "eh2*; and so on. Once these syabols are encoded 
into the author's disk, the coapositor’s coaputer can 
search and replace these syabols with the coaplex specs 
that the codes actually cail for (again: type faaily, 
space above, space below, length of line, and so on). 
Needless to say, these syabols have to be unique or a truly 
massive error could occur. Therefore, all aneaonic codes 
are enctosed in soae type of bracket, such as [ 1 or < >. 
ühatever the bracket type you choose, you cannot use said 
syubol in your running text. If you're using square 
brackets for aneuonics and feel the need to use thea in the 
text, then you give thea a code, such as (ob) for open 
bracket and leb] for close bracket. 

Now, what can aneaonics do for you? For a Starter, if 
you wish to send a text file incorporating unrierlines, 
italics, boldface, different pitches, aargin settings, or 
whatever, you can encode aneaonics into your file, as well 
as an instruction list for anyone receiving 'che file to 
iranslate the aneaonics into the proper co'ntrols. The 
search and replace would take little tiae. Of course, aost 
Atari word processors don't replace control codes; however 
Paperclip i i a notable exception (as well as includvig 
sultiple replaces), and I read that Atariwriter Plus can 
replace control codes. It's a handy t'hing to have in a 
word processor, especially if you ever find yourself doing 
a book for a publisher who has latched on to aneaor.ic 
coding or if you’ve written a terrific public doaairi 
prograa and wish to indude a text file that does it 
justice.
